Situated on t he top of a subm a­ 
rine mountain, which just bandy m an­ 
ages to stick enough of its nose above 
Water to support a lighthouse, the chil 
tlreii on the Farallones have had a hard 
• uough time of it finding amusement, 
lot alone schooling. 
Their only play­ 
mates have been the sea gulls, their only 
I ear* hers stragglers here anti there in­ 
duced by leiumesH of exchequer to cast 
their lot temporarily on the rocks for 
salary raised by the lightkeepers them 
selves. 
Even theseoccasional pedagogues flit­ 
ted almost ;is ill fully as the seti birds. 
Their salaries were not large, although 
to provide them taxed the resource« of 
the exiled government employees. They 
encountered only banks of fog, gales of 
wind and damp. Even the passing in of 
ships became wearisome to them, for 
not a teacher on the islands had the hope 
of a ship am ong the lot. 
For political purposes the Farallone 
islands were long ago made a part of the 
First ward of San Francisco. The liglit- 


phers of Genoa, who were so romantic a 
feature of the Italian middle age, have 
again made their appearance in that im ­ 
mortal kingdom. 
There are w om en's colleges in every 
province and colony in Australasia, in 
India. Egypt, Ceylon, Ja p a n and even 
the white haired empire of China. 
In 
industrialism there has been even great­ 
er progress, and there are greater pros­ 
pects. Every trade, industry and profes­ 
sion is now opened to the sex in the 
United States, and at least 6,000,000 
women earn an honest livelihood by 
their own abilit ies. The woman lawyer, 
doctor, dentist and preacher is no longer 
rare and no more excites comment or 
criticism. 
Slu* has won the plats* she 
holds and is using it as a stepping stone 
to loftier heights. 
Women doctors are 
recognized by law in every country of 
Europe, excepting Austria, and in every 
other civilized 
country of the earth. 
There are women lawyers in the United 
States, Great Britain, every British col­ 
ony, Switzerland, Scandinavia and Hus 
si a. 
There are successful women in news- 
paj)erdoni and authorship in every land, 
and last year they added no less than 
2,00< ) books to our stock of literature. 
This time a year ago two states had 
granted women jolitieal equality. This 
year there axe four, and at least three 
more on the verge of sim ilar action. 
Political equality marks the five prov­ 
inces of Australia, the great islands of 
New Zealand, T asm ania and the B ah a­ 
mas, while limited suffrage is found in 
the Bermudas, Cajs* of Good Hope, 
Great Britain and over 80 states of tho 
American Union.

“ You recall perhaps,” said the re­ 
turned E ast Indian, “ that Colonel New- 
come In m aking his final visit home 
from India came by the so called over­ 
land route, across the desert from the 
head of the Red sea to Cairo? Thacke­ 
ray, himself an East Indian by birth, 
was sent to England as a child, but he 
came by way of the cape of Good Hope 
and St. Helena and caught a glimpse 
of the exiled Napoleon. 
There must he 
yet a few persons living who recall the 
time when Thackeray’s voyage was the 
one everybody made in going from In­ 
dia to England, and there are, of course, 
thousands that have made tlie caravan 
journey, as it is only a quarter of a cen­ 
tury since tho opening of the Buez ca­ 
nal. That last even has done more than 
any other one thing to m ake life in 
British India endurable, for the cutting 
jf the canal has reduced the journey 
nome to a fortnight less and brought 
the round trip ticket down to ts.». The 
price ono way by the caravan route was 
£120, just about the co-t of a trip 
around the world in our day. 
Thacke 
ray’s journey was a matter of months. 
Colonel Newcome’s a m atter of weeks, 
that of the East Indian now a m atter of 
days. 
“ Lieutenant Waghoru was the man 
to lay down and establish the caravan 
route. 
It soon became a regular freight 
and passenger line. It w as from Suez to 
Cairo, a distance of 70 miles, usually 
made in about three days. 
The freight 
was carried on the backs of camels, and 
the passengers rode in a rude diligence 
drawn by mules. 
There were caravan­ 
saries every five miles, where the mules 
were changed, and at some of these 
there was food to be had. 
The great 
standby was ‘spatchcock. ’ When the n a­ 
tives in charge ot a caravansary spied 
an approaching caravan, they instantly 
rushed out, caught some fowls, wrung 
their necks, and an hour later served 
them, scarce dead, to the travelers; 
hence tlie name spatchcock. 
That jo u r­ 
ney across the de.-ert w as most trying 
to women and children, and the railroad 
from Suez to ( ’.tiro iu is.)'.) w as hailed 
as a va-t improvement over the caravan 
method of travel. 
“ Ten years later cam«* the canal. The 
digging of 
tit** canal practically de­ 
stroyed Buez, for the port is some d is­ 
tance from th«* city, and a busy town 
with a large hotel and many sm all ones 
has been transformed into a dust heap 
m the desert. 
The canal, in destroying 
one town built up the others, for P* rt 
Said and Ism ailia are creatures of 'the 
canal. The former used to 1m one of tie* 
worst places on earth, and at ordinary 
times one of the dullest. 
The vicious 
Levantines, of all oastern races, and 
the equally vicious Europea is from ev­ 
ery part of the continent seemed to 
wake into activity only at the approach 
of a slop. 
Then dancehouses, gam bling 
hells and every sort of evil resort opened 
wide their doors to the delayed traveler. 
Perhaps it is better now, or possibly 
worse, for in these days a single com­ 
pany pays more than $1,000,000 a year 
in tolls, ami there is an almost contin­ 
uous procession of ships through the 
canal. 
“ The Suez canal is in some respects 
the most wonderful w aterw ay in the 
world. As soon as the traveler enters it 
he realizes that he is in the hands of tho 
French. 
A French speaking pilot takes 
possession of the ship, and all officers of 
th«* canal are Frenchmen. The gures, or 
turnouts, where a ship w aits to let a n ­ 
other pass, are in the charge of old 
French soldiers, and it is charming to 
see how they beautify their arid su r ­ 
roundings. When the sand of the desert 
i.s watered, it almost bursts with bow ­ 
ers, and at ov»*ry gare are a neatly paint­ 
ed little house and a blooming garden, 
while gra-s edges the canal, and the 
dreariest region on earth is transformed 
by French thrift.

It in very certain that, whatever the 
lerivation may be, it (the J ew ’s harp) 
us little or no special affinity to the 
J ewish race, though it is of extremely 
incient date. Its introduction into Eug- 
and cannot be traced, but the term is 
pearly a corrupted form of the French 
cu ’trompe, literally a toy tru m p et, but 
he corruption of j^u into J ew is evi- 
lently of a good age. 
Perhaps it was a 
eu d’esprit. Timbs, in his “ Popular 
irror,” say s that the instrument is 
¡ailed a J ew ’s harp by Hakluy t. 
Ba­ 
son called it jeu-trumpe, while jou- 
rump is used 
by 
Beaumont 
and 
Fletcher. In Ba iley ’s Dictionary (1733) 
ill he found “ J ews harp, an instru­ 
ment of musick. ’’ 
The substitution of 
‘harp’’ commonly for “ trump” is ap­ 
parently a later growth, although, of 
course, Hakluy t points to an early use. 
In all probability the French origin of 
the term is the correct one and “ jaws- 
la rp” may have been the mutter of fact 
name invented 
by 
the country folk 
among whom 
it 
circulated— may be 
through the efforts of the chapman and 
the packman. 
Brewer is very brief on 
the subject. 
He confines him self to the 
statement that “ the best play ers on this 
instrument have been Koch, a Prussian 
soldier under Frederick the Great, Ku- 
nert, Amstein and some others. “ 
He 
makes no mention of Eulenstein, who 
may be said to have been the master of 
a ll play ers. 
The celebrated 
Stephanie Felic? to 
(countess de Genlis) in her memoirs 
tells us a great deal about Koch, the 
German play er, which is worth record­ 
ing. This soldier, who is described as a 
“ m usicia n,” was 111 the service of Fred­ 
erick the Great, and, being fond of re­ 
lieving the tedium of sentry go, he used 
to praetico on the J ew ’s harp with con­ 
siderable skill. 
< hie night Frederick, 
who was an amateur musician, heard 
wha t he thought was a distinct orches­ 
tra under ins window’, when ho discov­ 
ered that the sounds came from one of 
his privates. Surprised on learning that 
such wonderful effects could be produced 
by a single man with two J ews' harps, 
he ordered the play er into his presence. 
He was duly presented to the king the 
following morning and performed, to the 
delight and satisfaction of his majesty , 
who rewarded Koch with $50 and gave 
him his discharge that he might devote 
his time and attention to ibe advance 
of his talent. 


E le c tr ic ity In th e U n ited Sta te*. 
In a serial paper contributed to Tb* 
Electrical Engineer Lieutenant B. A. 
Fiske, United States navy , starts out 
with a statement, taken from the jour­ 
nal named, that careful investigation 
show’s the capital invested in the various 
electrical arts to be no less than $1,500,- 
000, 000. 
This sum almost staggers belief, but 
it is probably no overestimate. Its v ery 
M a gn it u d e indicates the enormous ex­ 
tent to which electricity now lends its 
aid to the other natural forces previous­ 
ly brought under human control. 
One 
can scarcely enter an industrial estab­ 
lishment of any importance, a publio 
building, or a private residence having 
any pretense of comfort or luxury , w ith­ 
out meeting with familiar or unfamiliar 
electrical appliances. 
A peculiar feature of this pervasive­ 
ness is the extent to which electricity 
has been made to contest the field with 
mechanical appliances, but this contest 
is not confined to marine appliances; it 
is actively waged on land. One of the 
battles apparently won by electricity is 
its successful application to the trans­ 
mission of power in machine shops and 
manufacturing establishments. 
Belts 
and shafting have been replaced by it 
in many large works, and its 
this purpose is steadily growing in fa ­ 
vor. 
In our opinion compressed air, 
though it found a place which it w ill 
probably hold among methods of power 
transmission, can never be made so uni­ 
versally serviceable and practicable as 
electricity for this purpose. 
But the 
contest is extending toother mechanical 
constructions. 
Motions that once re­ 
quired ingenious and complicated me­ 
chanical movements are now effected 
by the simple magnetization and de­ 
magnetization of electro magnets. Hand­ 
worked machines have molded their 
hand cranks and small electric motors 
have been substituted. (

It was not thou ght 
possible to deriv e mu ch pleasu re from 
any attempt which cou ld be made to

lowed four children to die of diphtheria 
without medical «attendance. 
One of 
the elders of t he order, describing their 
creed and practice, said: 
“ W e anoint 
with oil, lay on hands and have prayer 
of faith. 
W e base our beliefs on the 
epistle according to St. Jam es princi­ 
pally.” 
The 
witness himself per­ 
formed these rites in the case of the 
children who died, but had had better 
luck in other eases where the patients 
got well 
He might have declared 
truly enough that he did not lose a 
larger proportion of them than the 
general run of medical practitioners. 
Still hiH method of practice did not 
seem to the Court deserving of encour­ 
agement, and the case was referred to 
the 
decision of a higher tribunal. 
The Peculiar People are not more ab- 
Mird and obstinate in their therapeu­ 
tic notions than our own faith healers, 
though the sect is much larger in num­ 
bers, and their rejection of the ordi­ 
nary means of medical relief in cases 
of infectious or contagious disease is a 
peril to society at large.
